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ABSTRACT 

The effects of televised dramatic violence are 
investigated by this report. The study notes that, although the 
composite index of violence is below the 1967-69 levels., 8 of 10 * 
programs contained violence. Violent episodes remained at 5 per 
program and 8 per hour, but both killing and the number of violent 
characters dropped. Programs continued from 1971 were more violent 
than the new 1972 shows. Programs on the National Broadcasting 
Company and the American Broadcasting Company increased in violence, 
while those on the Columbia Broadcasting System declined* Males, and 
non- white were the most violent characters, and the ratio of 
victimization rose, particularly for women and non- whites. Regardless 
of age, sex, or educational level, significant differences were found 
between light and heavy viewers regarding the relationship between 
television viewing and conceptions of social reality which conform to 
the world of television but contras-t with real life. Heavy viewers 
conceive of social reality as television depicts it, overestimating 
the prevalence of violence. This indicates television's power to 
cultivate fear and exaggerated estimates of violent crime. .An 
appendix explains the Violence Index and presents information on 
meas^jres and indicators used to compile it.

This is the fifth in a series of reports on televised dramatic violenceo 
The ccritinuir^g research from which thic report is drav^'n "has investigated the 
extent, nature, and symbolic functions of violence in netvTork television drarun 
since 1967 • A study of effects is reported here for the first timec 

The research was initiated under- contract with the National Commission 
on the Causes and Prevention of Violence. The 1957^-68 findings v/ere publisher! 
in the report of the Coaimission' s Hass'Media Task Force ( Violence and^ .the 
Media by Robert K« Baker and Sandra Jc ilall, U.S, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D.C., 19^9)o The 1969 and 1970 research was conducted under the 
sponsorship of the Surgeon General's Scientific Advisory Committee on Television 
and Social Behavior. The 1967-69 findings ^ including a discussion of the 
symbolic functions of television violence in demonstrating the structure of 
social power, appeared under the title '^Violence in Television Drama: Trends 
and Symbolic Functions" in Volume 1 of the report to that Committee ( Television 
and Social Behavior ; Media Content and Control ^ edited by George A« Comstock 
and Eli Ac Pvubinstein, U.S. Government Printing Office^ Washington, D.C, 1972). 

This report is a by-product of the pilot stud)'- of the feasibility of. 
developing"^ a set of Cultural Indicators that urace trends in both media content 
and effects.

The definition of dramatic violence v:\s "the overt expression of physical 
force, compelling action against one'e will on pain of being hurt or killed, 
or actually hurting or killing."

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' THE RISKS OF LIFE IN PRIME TIME 
Summary of findings 

The 1972 composite index of dramatic violence on prime-time netvjork 
television- remained below. 1967-69 levelso Still, 8 out of every 10 programs 
and 9 out of every 10 cartoons contained some violencco Newly developed 
indicators of public conceptions of social reality gave striking evidence of 
video's power to cultivate fear and exaggerated estimates of violent crime 
among heavy television viewers o 

The actual pi'evalence of violence (percent of programs and hours containing 
violent action) did not change since these studies began in 1967<, The rate of 
violent , episodes also i^emained about 5 per program and 8 per hour (17 per 
cartoon hour) o The elements of the Violence Index responsible for such 
reductions as have been achi:eved v/ere the proportion of characterizations 
involved in violence, v;hich fell from 73 to 58 percent of all leading characters, 
and the proportion of those involved in killing, vjhich declined from 19 percent 
to 10 percent of all leading characters., 

However, the ratio of victimizatioTi (the ma.rgin of victims over perpetrators 
of violence) rose to a nev? high, and* struck particularly hard at women and 
nonwhiteso Thus a reduction in violent. characteri?.at ions may be offset by 
a sharpening of the social functions of symbolic violence in demonstrating 
an invidious pattern of fear and povjero 

Programs continued frpm 1971 v;ere more violent, but new programs started 
in 1972 V7ere less violent than beforeo NBC programs increased in violence and 
were the most violent izi 1972o ABC programs also increased in violence and 
were in second place, with CBS progirams down from 1971 and the least violent. 
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Males i<rere more Likely to be involved in violence than females, but 
nonwhites vjcre the most heavily involved* Dividing the number of those involved 
vjiizh the number not involved yields can Involvement Ratio (IR) which was 1.22 
for V7hites, 2.73 for others. The 1969-72 average was IR 1.34 for v/hites and 
IR 4.23 for others. Violence thus touched most television characters each 
week, but it touched whites more lightly than the others o 

The social content of violence is inherent in how one is "involvedo" 
Some commit and others suffer violence o The pattern of winners and losers 
provides a differential calculus of the risks of life in prime time. That is 
what cultivates a margin of fear and demonstrates a structure of pov;er that 
television viev;ers may projec^t upon reality. " 

While the ratio of involvement dipped, the ratio of victimization rose, 
and the burden of risks weighed more heavily on women and nonwhites. 

More people suffer than inflict violence. The Victimi:^ation Ratio (VR) 
is the number of victims for each perpetrator.

The Cultural Indicators project' nc;: undcrv7oy is designed to track tlicse 

trends and their effects upon television viewers' conceptions of social 

realityo The pattern of findings available and repox-ted here for the first 

time shows signif ic,an.t..;dxfferences between heavj and light viewers, regardless 

of gex, agCj and c^ducational level, A measure of the relationship between 

viewing and responding according to the television image is the Cultivation 

Differential. That is the percentage difference by which more' heav>^ viev/ers 

(those who watch television 4 hours or more) than light viewers (v;ho watch 2 

hours or less) respond to a question according to the ''television message" 

when that deviates from the real facts of the case. A national probability 

sample of heavy arid light viewers responded to these questions with the 

following Cultivation Differential:

What are your changes of encountering violence? 12o87o 

That means that significant ly^ more heavy than light viev/ers overestimated 
the percentage of violent crimes (ioCu rer.ponded more as they have seen on 
television than as it is in real life), and also overestimated the danger of 
their being involved in violence (again as seen on television compared to real 
life). 

These and other similar -findings provide tlie first clear evidence of a 
relationship betv7een television viewing and conceptions of social reality that 
conform to the v:orld of television but contrast with real lifco The Cultural

The analysis was performed on annual sainple-wecks of netvjork draijiatic programs 



broadcast in evening prlme-tiTiie and Saturday daytime in the fall of each year since 
1967» In 1967 and 1968, the hours included v^ere 7:30 to 10 p.m^ Monday through 
■ Saturday, 7 to .10 ponie. S\mday, and children's programs 8 a*m. to noon Saturday^ 
Beginning in 1969^ hov;ever, these liours vjere expanded until 11 p.m. each evening 
and frOiH 7 a,m» to 2:30 p»m. Saturdayo To allov? comparisons under this sampling 
departure, figures for the transitional year 1969 are presented separately for 

(1) that portion of.tlie 1969 v;eck tliat conforms with the 1967-68 samples, and 

(2) the entire 1969 v/eek coniiiiensurate with the enlarged samples cT 

The solid-week sarnple has been demonstrated to he at least as generalizable 
to a year's programming as larger randomly-selected samples. In a sampling 
experiment executed in connaction with the 1967-68 study, a sample of 365 programs 
was constructed aloup: tlie same time intervals the project's 1967-68 samples, 
except that it was dravm according to. a one-program-per-day random selection 
procedure, for a calendar year that approximately bridged the interval between 
the 1967 and 1968 sompleso (See Michael Eleey, "Variations in Generaiizability 
Resulting from Sampling Characteristics of Content Analysis Data: A Case Stud^^,'^ 
The Annenbcrg School of. Com.municat ions , University of Pennsylvania, 1969») There 
proved to be zio significant differences in proportions along the dimensions of 
program style, format, tj^pe and tone betv7een the experimental and solid-week samples. 



Eacli year a group of coders is recruited and trained in the yso of the codnng 
O ;umento They are pretested for reliability by a statistical analysis of 
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inter-codGr agreement* (See Klaus Krippendorf f , '^Bivariate Agreement Coefficients 
for Reliability of Data," in-E. F. Borgatta and Go W. Bohrnstedt, eds,. Sociological 
MethocloLofiv : 1970 , San Francisco: Jossej^-Bass , Inco, 1970.) 

All analysis is done by monitoring tlie videotaped programs as many times as 
necessary^ and playing back selected portions as neededo In th„e final gathering 
of data, coders work in independent pairs, and all programs are coded by two 
sucli pairs. This set of double^coded data is then snbjectet] to a final reliability 
analysi'Sc. On the basis of the reliabilit}^ findings, a final set of codings is 
selected from the reliable coder pairs, and reliability results are tabulated by 
variable to guide the final interpretations. Variables failing to achieve a 
final reliability coefficient above o66 are eliminated from further analysis. 

Recording ; Units

The recording units on which these findings are based arc of three main 
types: ^ (1) the television program as a. whole (IcCo a dramatic plot-entity); 
(2) individual violent actions appearing in the programs; and (3) the dramatic 
characters appearing in the programs. The latter unit is further divided into 
two sub-types; major characters, representing the principal character-types 
essential to the plot of the program^ and minor characters, comprising all other 
speaking characterse The figures on role and characterization in this report 
are based on tlie major characters onlyo The cHialysis of minor characters for 
those years for which they vyere recorded (1969, 1970, 1971) is in process.

-Roles related to violence are those of Icadinc; characters comTiiittlng violence, 
falling V3'\tini to it, or both.

V?e will use three kinds of Indicators. Tvjo are based on selected measures 
showing qualities of programs and of characterij^ations , respectively. The 
third and most general inde:: is the sum oi: the first two. 

The tV70 intermediate indicator?., are called scores. Prevalence, rate per play, 
and rate per liour are reflected in the pro gram score (PS). This is com^juted as follov?

In this formula, (7oP) is the percent of programs containing violence, (R/P) is 
the rate of violent episodes per play, and (R/H) is the rate per hour. The rates 
aitr uOuulcu in order to raise their relatively low numerical value to the importancf^ 
that the concepts of frequency and saturation deserve. The rate per hour is 
included to reflect the concentration or diffusion of violent action in time. 
The formula, then, gives the greatest vjeight to the extent to \diich violence 
prevails at all in the progrcinis. Secondary but substantial v;eight is given to 
the frequency of violence and the saturation of the prograiiis V7ith violent action. 

Roles involving characters in some violence, weighted by roles involved 
in killing, are expressed in the charac ter score (CS)# The fonnula 

CS-(7oV)4'(%K) 

represents the percent of all leading characters committing violence^ suffering 
violence or both (7A0 > x^ith added v/eight given to the percent of those involved 
in killing either as killers or as victims , or both (7oK) . 

Finally, the violetice index is obtained b)^ adding the program score to 
the character score. Prevalence, rate, and role are thus reflected in the 
index, V7ith program information weighing usually slightly more, heavily in 
the balance than information derived from character ana lysis o Of course, all 
these indices are additive: if all components change in the same direction, the 
index accuvaulates the clianges; if they go counter to one another, the index 
balances them outo
